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A Look at Today's Game 

Today's gridiron opponents, Fort Hays State and Emporia State, are both 
looking for their second win of the season and first Rocky Mountain Athletic 
Conference victory. 

The Tigers have compiled a 1-3-1 overall season record and an 0-0-1 
RMAC mark while Emporia has captured one win in five outings and is 0-1 in 
conference action. FHS won its season opener against Missouri Southern and 
tied the defending RMAC champion, Pittsburg State. The Hornets picked up 
their lone win against Wayne State and dropped their first conference game 
to Southern Colorado last weekend. 

Both squads were defeated last Saturday due mainly to their own turn- 
overs. Against Washburn the Tigers trailed by three points at halftime, but due 
to fumbles, pass interceptions and a blocked punt the Ichabods scored 21 points 
in the second half for the 34-10 victory, 

Emporia displayed a strong defense in the first half against Southern last 
week, but in the final minutes of the second quarter Southern picked up mo- 
mentum after blocking a Hornet punt and converting the turnover into a touch- 
down, Southern outclassed Emporia in the second half and claimed a 30-9 win. 

Leading the Hornet offensive attack so far this season is running back 
Bryan Schurle who has gained an average of 80 yards per contest. Last week- 
end Southern held him to only 64 yards in 19 carries, but he picked up 51 
yards in four pass receptions. Emporia's leading offensive performer last week- 
end was quarterback Jerry Blackwell who rushed 10 times for 33 yards and 
completed 9 of 20 passes for 117 yards. 

The Tigers have lost three regular starters for the remainder of the 1971 
season, offensive guard Phi! Stramel, defensive tackle Ed Turner and full- 
back Charlie Krull. According to head coach Tom Stromgren, Strame! under- 
went surgery Monday to repair ligaments which were torn In the Washburn 
game, Turner has a ruptured disc in his neck and Krull is out because of a re- 
currence of a head injury he sustained last spring.

During halftime of today's football game, Fort Hays State's outstanding athlete for the 1970-71 school year will be 
awarded the highest honor any Tiger athlete can receive during his years at FHS, the Paul "Busch" Gross award. 

Selection for the award, which is given in honor of the late "Busch" Gross, is made by a committee on the basis 
of character, leadership, scholarship and athletic achievement. Gross, who devoted a lifetime of service to FHS, was first 
a Tiger athlete, then both basketball coach and athletic director at FHS from 1930 until 1946, He continued as athletic 
director only until his death in 1964, 

Last year's winner of the coveted award was Leneal Locke who lettered two years on the Tiger basketball team. 
The Hutchinson Juco transfer was named All-RAAAC and All-NAIA District 10 his senior year. He is a native of Stockton 
and is now employed by Southwestern Bell at Brentwood, Mo. 

Paul Simmons captured the award in 1969 for his performance as a FHS football and baseball player. He is from 
Atchison and is presently engaged in farming at Highland, 

In 1968 Dr. Fred Andregy took the honor for his basketball accomplishments. He Is a native of Hoxle and recently 
graduated from dental school at Kansas City, 

Robert Johnson, a four-year letferman in football and track, won the trophy in 1967. 

A native of Goodland, he is presently serving as an officer in the United States Navy. 

Don Lakln, former NA3A AllAmerica track and cross country performer from Paw- 
nee Rock, accepted the 1966 honor. He is track coach at a junior college in Newberg, Ore, 

Clark Engle of Abilene was named the 1965 winner. He lettered in football and track 
and is now Executive Director of the YMCA at Garden City.
